The 
medal is embellished by a power press 
worked in gold and is suspended from 
& pin decorated by the emblematic 
bee hive. On the adverse is the seal 
of the Society with the legend, ‘The 
Nevada State Agricultural Mining and 
Mechanical Society, organized to en- 
courage advancement in those arts 
which benefit mankind—1874.” A 
second grand gold medal for the first 
prize of the pigeon shooting match is 
being made by Mr. Fredrick. In ad- 
dition to these nine fine gold and forty 
silver medals have been made, to be 
distributed among the successful com- 
petitors at the State Fair.

Meat Shipping. 


~ Yesterday we published a series of 
resolutions of the California Grange, 
which is of interest to our farmers. 
It there appears that the wholesale 
butchers of San Francisco fear the new 
enterprise projeeted by the California 
Meat Shipping Association, and are of 
course trying to defeat it. This op- 
position is strong in showing that 
there’s merit in the new enterprise but 
when confronted by combined action 
on the part of stock breeders will be 
defeated. The project of shipping 
dressed meats directly to the consumer 
is no longer an experiment having 
been in successful operation now for 
months in the eastern states, It de- 
livers the meats in better order and 
by dispensing with middle men gives 
to the producer legitimate profit with- 
out robbing the consumer. This is 
easily seen by a study of the process, 
and the combined interest of stock 
raisers and those who buy in the 
markets will certainly defeat the mon- 
opolists, who can only have motives 
in opposing this industry. 

We reccommend that the managers 
at this point take care in setting forth 
the important results of their enter- 
prise, and securing the active sympa- 
thy and cooperation of stock raisers. 
If wholesale. butchers forbid purchases 
from this establishment, why not 
refuse to sell to these monopolists. 
That is a rule which will work both 
ways. We believe that the Associa- 
tion promises many good results for 
Nevada, and we hope that our farmers 
will study the question and help to 
solve it. 


The Objective Point. 


We should like to bring home to 
to our people the fact that in the 
pleasures and the premiums they will 
not find the real benefits which are to 
be gained from a State Fair. The an- 
nual exhibition of the best samples of 
each class of product is intended for 
comparison and wil] surely suggest a 
means for the improvement of each 
variety.

The Fellah wears but one garment, 
and suffers from cold in Winter, for 
he has no fire and no bed clothes, ex- 
cept, perhaps, a kind of quilt. He 
lives on unleavened bread, sour milk, 
raw vegetables, but sometimes for 
weeks together has nothing but. dried 
dates. In towns the food is sold ready 
cooked, and consists of different kinds 
of haricots and lentils. His house is 
roofless, except for a few’ canes laid 
across the low mud walls. It contains 
no furniture, but in Upper Egypt there 
is generally a mat at the door and a 
sort of raised divan made of mud. 
He can afford but one wife, who, like 
himself, has but one garment, and a 
hood er veil, while the children go 
waked. In this respect, indeed, trav- 
elers remark great poverty year by 
year. There is immense mortality 
among the children, partly, no doubt, 
from the dirt in which they are kept, 
as they are never washed before they 
are seven years old, but partly also 
from the absence of medical aid and 
the universal ignorance of the causes 
of disease. The women are in every 
respect inferior to the men. ‘They are 
too poor to have employment; they 
have no stockings to darn, no linen to 
mend, no furniture or cooking imple- 
ments to keep clean. They wash their

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CuRIOUS JUDGMENT IN BENGAL—A | 
somewhat startling and rather curious | 


judgment was recently delivered by a 
Sessions Judge in one of the Bengal 
districts. Four persons were brougnt 
before him on a charge of murder, and 
were duly convicted; but in passing 
sentence the Judge apparently found 
himself in a difficulty. “There is no 
doubt,” said he, “‘ that all four are 
ruilty of murder, and are, therefore, 
lisble to be hanged; but I do not 
think it is-necessary for four lives to 
be taken for one, but that one case of 
capital punishment will be enough for 
example!’. Although, in addition toe 
this, he said futher on that “all four 
seem to have been equally active,” 
yet he conclued by sentencing the 
apparently oldest and strongest. of the 
prisoners to death, and the other three 
to imprisonment for life. On an ap- 
peal to the High Court the sentence 
was not confirmed. Yet such is the 
reading of the law by some of the 
Indian Judges. 
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ToMATO PicKLEs.—Slice half a peck 
of green tomatoes very thin; sprinkle
